An Improved state of affairs exists
to-day in the river and harbor, now
slowly being freed from the ice, which
until noon made traffic a matter of
chance. The ice jam, which extended
from Governor's Island to the Narrows,
is being split up and washed out to sea.

Except for the Erie Basin and the
Bouth Brooklyn plers the ice is now
penetrable to outgoing and Incoming
ships. The ferry-boat service is not
yet running on schedule time, but un-
less a new cold wave arrives conditions
will be righted by to-morrow, There
was & general breaking up of the vast
stretch of ice after the snowstorm of
vesterday, but the cold that followed
immediately welded the cakes together
again. The action of the sea to-day i#
given as the cause of the second break-
Ing up of what was the greatest freez-
Ing over in thirty years.

The ship Juteopolis, which arrived In
port Thuygday from Illollo, five months
overdue, und after a five-day delay out-
side the bar, only to be forced aground
by Ice on her way up the bay, again
went aground to-day off Robbin's Reef,
Several tugs went to her assistance,

The Dora, & German bark, bound for
Blaye, Franoe, left the dock at the foot
of Nineteenth street. North River, to-
day, but when she reached the Battery
her Captain thought it futile to try to
get through the ice field that confronted
him. The ship is now at pler 10 East
River.

The schooner O. H. Brown left the
pler at Seventy-second street and North
River bound for Florida. 8he made way
to Robbin's Reef.

The Duncah, a tramp steamer, bound
for the West Indies, is tied up In tho

All the small ferry-
boats have been having the hardest
sort of a tlme trying to get through
the floe, and many have had their
wheels and propellers badly damaged.
The North River ia free of lce to-day
ani the same conditions do not pfevail
there.

Of all the sufferers the Btaten )sland
traffickers have had the worst condi-
tions of travel to contend with, ‘I'he
Robert Garrett and the Middleton are
in dry-dock and will not be able 1o move
to-day. It wiil probably be ‘l'uesday
next before they will be able to return
to service. The three other boats on
the Staten Island sérvice are packed to
the gunwales. T'he half-hdur service
was abandoned and one of an hour and
a half substituted.
